Sergeant Hood, who issued the warrant on 
which Officer Scanlan undertook to arrest Raf- 
ferty, was arraigned for trial yesterday before 
the Police Commissioners for his part in the 
affair. The charges against him recite the well- 
known facts about the warrant ; that it was a 
blank warrant filled out without authority, and 
stating falsely that Rafferty had been charged 
npon oath before Justice Banyon with an of- 
fense against the laws of the State, and continue 
that he ordered Scanlan to make the arrest with 
it, illegal and improper as he knew it to be. 
President Sheridan urged that the trial begin at 
once, in order that the evidence that Rafferty 
was thus illegally arrested might be produced 
before he was hanged, but the Commissioners 
decided to postpone the trial for a week.

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There was a meeting of the Merchants’ Ex- 
change yesterday, an account of which is given 
in another part of this paper, to consider the 
proposed inflation of the currency. The senti- 
ment of the meeting was decidedly adverse to 
an increase, and the resolutions set forth four 
very plain propositions, to wit: (1) That the 
Illinois Senators labor under a misapprehension 
of the wants of the commercial classes of Chi- 
cago and the West; (Y that only a great 
emergency can justify the issue of irredeemable 
paper as money, and that no such emergency 
exists at the present time; (3) that there is 
no distinction between the pledges of the Gov- 
ernment and those of an individual, and that the 
redemption of the former has already been de- 
layed too long; and (4) that an increase of curren- 
cy at the present time would onlydepreciate that 
already issued, and derange values generally 
These positions are simply incontrovertible. 
Whether or not they are within the comprehen- 
sion of the Illinois Senators to whom they are 
commended, remains to be seen. 

THE NEW BRITISH CABINET. 

Earl Derby, to whom some of the Tory Lords 
uvwillmg to follow the untitled, if brilliant: 
Bohemian Disraeli, wished the Queen to give 
the Premiership, has been invited by the new 


Premier to take charge of the Department of 
Foreign Affairs. He held the same post under 
his father from 1866 till Mr. Gladstone came into 
power in 1868, and made himself very 
popular by his skillful negotiations for the 
settlement of the Luxembourg difficulty. 
Baron Cairns is Lord High-Chancellor once 
more, as he was during Disraeli’s short Admin- 
istration in 1868, His first great public work 
was done in the office of Solicitor-General under 
Lord Derby in 1858, when he showed ex- 
traordinary ability and delivered speeches that 
were masterpieces of eloquence. He is the only 
member of the new Cabinet that was not as- 
sociated with Lord Derby in the Government in 
1866. The Duke of Richmond, who has been 
for the last two years the acknowledged leader of 
the Conservative party in the House of Peers, 
is to be Lord President of the Council. 
Under Lord Derbys second Administra- 
tion, he was President of the Poor 
Law Board, and under the third was Pres- 
dent of the Board of Trade. As announced the 


other day by the London Times, the charge of 


Indian Affairs is given to the Marquis of Salis- 
bury. The Marquis held this office under Lord 
Derby in 1866. He is an ardent defender of the 
Established Church and its institutions, and is 
one of the most active members of the Church 
party, to whose relentless opposition Mr. Glad- 
stone's defeat is now known to be largely due. 
The Earl of Carnarvon, who 1s Secretary for the 
Colonial Department, was also a member of 
Lord Derby’s Cabinet as the Under-Secretary of 
Colonial Affairs. George Ward Hunt, First 
Lord of the “Admiralty, has been one of 
the most active business members of the House 


of Commons ever since 1857, and was Financial 


Secretary of the Treasury, and, later, Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer under Lord Derby. 
Gathorne Hardy, another of Lord Derby’s Cab- 
inet, in which he was Secretary of State for the 
Home Department, is called by Disraeli to be 
Secretary of State for War. He was Mr. 
Gladstone’s successful Opponent in the Parlia- 
mentary election for the University of Oxford in 
1965. Sir Stafford Henry Northcote, well-known | 
for his interest in art and education and for his 
financial knowledge and experience, is Chancellor 
of the Exchequer. He was Mr. Gladstone's Pri- 
vate Secretary when the latter was President of 
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„Twenty Years of Financial Policy, 1842-61. 


Ho will be remembered in America as one of the 
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| third Administration and, during the two that 
preceded it, had charge of Foreign Affairs.

MORTON AS A PRESIDENTIAL CANDIDATE. 
When Marius conceived that he ought to be 
Consul all the time because he had captured 
Jugurtha and overthrown the Cimbri and Tet- 
tones, there was need of amore polished and 
discerning ruffian like Sylia to teach him a lesson 
in the radiments of the Roman Constitution, 
and show him tis place. The question, who 
shall perform a similar office for Gen. Grant, is 
now under discussion in the councils of the Re- 
publican party, wherever two or three are gath- 
ered together. That the present incumbent of 
the Executive chair is opposed to a change, and 
in favor of Civil-Service Reform as applied to 
the Presidential office, is uo secret to the head 
men at Washington, and is a matter of lively 
concern to chem. The recent change of Col- 
lectors at Boston is believed to have some 
bearing on the next nominating Convention, 
for it is hardly possible that the President 
would outrage the better class of Massachu- 
setts Republicans merely for the advantage 
and accommodation of Benjamin Butler. Nor 
can it be alleged that the appointment of Sim- 
mons was made in ignorance of their wishes and 
feelings, since the last Republican State Con- 
vention passed a resolution intended to rebuke 
Simmons and all intermeddling officeholders of 
his kidney. The rebuke might have been more 
pointed than it was. The result shows that 
when a conventiog wante to say a thing, it is 
better to say it in English rather than in French. 
The language of diplomacy is not suited to the 
understanding of the present Administration. 
Nevertheless, Gen. Grant is not too dull to under- 
stand anything that he wants to hear. He must 
have known that the appointment of Simmons 
would be intensely distasteful to ali those who 
combined to overthrow Butler last year, and it 
is not easy to suppose that he has taken so grave 
a step out of sheer admiration and affection for 
the hero of Bermuda Hundred. if Simmons is 
likely to be useful to Butler in packing 
the next Convention, he is likely to be more 
weful to Grant in vacking the next but 
one. Moreover, if Butler and Simmons, with- 
out the Governorship, aan carry the next Con- 
vention, then surely they can carry the succeed- 
ing one, with the prestige and influence of the 
Gubernatorial office added. 

Up to the present time, three candidates have 
shown themselves to dispute the succession with 
our Presidential Marius. These are Senator 
Morton, Senator Conkling, and Speaker Blaine 
—to whom some Euthanasians add Senator 
Logan. Mr. Morton undoubtedly represents 
the present animus and purposes of the Repub- 
lican party better than any other man in it, and 
even in point of physical health he is a not inapt 
representative, since the party is as muh in 
need of crutches as himself. With the elo- 
quence of Danton, the unscrapulousness of 
Marat, and the inexorableness of Robespierre, 
he stands at the ead of — revolution, the 
embodiment not of its beg ps not of ite 
worst, but certainly. Or its last  fea- 
tures. “How to k this thing going 
is the daily and nightly study of 
Morton—and of the party. Shall it be done by 
annexing San Domingo? No, says Morton— 
no, says the party. Sball it be dome by 
confiscating Louisiana? Yes, says Morton— 
yes, says the party. Shall it be done by issuing 
more currency? Yes, says Morton—the party 
has not yet answered. Shall we have a war with 
Spain, or a war with the Sioux? Shall we regu- 
late railroads by Commissioners, or by canal- 
boats? Shall we develop our industry by tar- 
iffs, or by shinplasters? All these and count 
less other questions Mr. Morton answers by 
studying how they will make or mar the party— 
how they will serve to keep this thing going, or 
bring it to a standstill. We presume we are not 
doing Mr. Morton any injustice in saying that 
the right or wrong of a particular measure is 
with him a secondary considerati ite effect 
upon the party, or upon himself as a member of 
the party, being the first consideration. But 
having made up his mind that the effect upon 
the party will be good, he can affirm with 
the confidence of absolute conviction that 
it is good per se—es for instance 
that the Civil Service in this country is the best 
the world ever saw; that the political atmos- 
phere is just now the purest that the world ever 
smelied ; and that backs are better our 
rency than gold, silver, tobacco, or coon-skias. 
These and like sayings of Morton, uttered with 
the soberness of an augur and the force of a 
Cyclops, constitute the texts of the Republican 
press, and prove him to be the leader of the 
party so far as it is led by ideas rather than by 
postmasters. 

What sort of a President Mr. Morton would 
be, filled with the conception that this is a re- 
markably virtuous and pure era in public affair, 
may be left to the imagination of the average 
taxpayer. But that he is the fittest represent- 
ative of his party, and therefore the one best 
entitled to its nomination, despite his _ palsied 
extremities, is beyond dispute. Carried 
around on a litter, there is still more 
virility and firm. substance in him 
than in a score of Conklings. Evidence of this 
was shown in the late squabble over the Louisi- 
ana case, A job was skillfully put up to induce 
the President to throw the Kellogg Government 
to the dogs. This would have left Mr. Morton 
naked to his enemies, for he had staked his po- 
litical fortune on the Durell interference. A few 
hours before the message was to have been 
sent in recommending a new election in Louisi- 
ana, Mr. Morton heard that the enemy had sown 
tares. He went to the Executive Mansion. 
What transpired there will probably not be 
known even to the future historian, but the mes- 
sage was not sentin. Louisiana remains under 
the heel of usurpers and villains, but Butler and 
Carpenter got a back-pull when they least ex- 
pected it, and probably the most disappointed 
man in Washington was Roscoe Conkling.

‘It has John A. Logan, 
who admits that he knows it all, and it has Rich- 
ard J. Oglesby, who claims that he knows notb- 
ing about it. While John has beeu blowing his 
bubble of inflation, calling people all sorts of 
names who couldn't admire its pretty colors, and 
executing a war-danos daily on the floor of the 
Senate to edify the other Senators and ter- 
rify the bankers and merchants of this city, 
Richard has been sitting like a good, little 
boy at the foot of the class; trying 
to cipher out the sum im currency which has 
been given him for a lesson. He has figm ed away 
patiently, day after day, and has listened to the 
other boys ae they recited their lessons and 
explained their methods of solving the problem, 
and, although the various solutions have distract- 
ed and puzzled him, he has courageously strug- 
gied on. Yesterday,, victory perched upon his 
banner. He figured out the sum and found the 
answer, and as Mr. Conkling had just been tell- 
ing the Senate that they were making fools of 
themselves, Richard got up to prove the im- 
peachment, and commenced a war-dance even 
more boisterous and violent than John's.

It is not only a sanguin- 
ary speech, but an elastic one, sand 
therefore suited to the currency ques- 
tion. It has done duty in law cases, 
in agricultural conventions, at political bar- 
bacues, in industrial expositions, at public din- 
ners, and at last he has plunged into the muddled 
current of finance, and emen ges waving a green- 
back sealed with blood in his red right hand. 
When, therefore, Richard arose in his seat, and, 
ünlooseuing his necktie and rolling up his 
sleeves, began that speech,” it is no wonder 
that Senators looked at each other in coneter- 
nation, and wondered what the operations of our 
boys in biue had to do with the financial ques- 
tion. As he progressed with his speech, waving 
the American fag and shouting the battle-cry of 
freedom, summoning the sheeted dead from their 
graves, defying the Copperheads, eulogizing the 
loyal hosts, end depicting the horrors of Ander- 
sonville, it is no wonder that the Senate broke 
him short off in the middle of that speech,” 
and adjourned to save themselves from the 
balance.

Notwithstanding Richard’s handsome assurance 
that the present Senate will compare in intelli- 
gence and experience with the most favorable 
era in American history, we fear that most of 
the eras have the advantage of Bichard in these 
respects, and that he will have to go to the foot 
of the class again and resume his slate-and-pen- 
cil-work. If he will start now upon the basis 
that a green five-dollar bill is just as good as a 
red one, he may find a new solution of the prob- 
lem. If he does, his present experience will 
probably insure the Senate against a repetition 
of “that speech,” and against the remarkable 
comparison of themselves with an era.

MR. scorr's HUMBLE PETITION. 

Mr. Thomas A. Scott, the great railroad ac- 
cumulator, the President of scores of roads, and 
proprietor of a dozen or more improvement and 
construction companies, met with a slight mis- 
hap last fall. Mr. Scott was at that time engaged 
in building the Texas & Pacific Railway. As 
President of the Texas & Pacific Railway 
Company, Mr. Scott had contracted with him- 
self, as manager of the California & Texas 
Railway Construction Company, to build the 
Texas & Pacific Railway. Mr. Scott is 
also President of the Atiantic & Pacific Rail- 
road Company. The length of these two rail- 
ways is: Texas & Pacific Railroad, 1,975 miles 
Atlantic & Pacific, 2,718 miles. To the first, 
Congress has granted 17,000,000 acres of public 
land, and to the second, 49,558,000 acres, ors 
total of 66,500,000 acres of public land. 
The Texas & Pacifico Railroad Company 
offered for sale $80,000,000 first-mortgage 
bonds, and $20,000,000 land bonds, How far 
these bonds have been sold we do not know, but 
suppose that, after the modern fashion, they 
were delivered over to the Construction Com- 
pany. The capital stock of the Texas & Pacific 
Railway Company was $2,000,000, of which 10 
per cent was subscribed for, or $200,000 in all. 
That is all the private capital” subscribed ; 
how much, if any, of it was paid, we do not 
know. So long as Mr. Scott's Construction 
Company could sell first-mortgage bonds, or 
hypothecate them, or get rid of them, every- 
thing worked admurably, ana the notes of the 
Construction Company wére scattered all over 
the country. The collapse of the Northern 
Pacific Railway Company, in September, was fol- 
lowed by the collapse of Mr. Scott's Railway and 
Construction Companies, and s suspension of 
the sale of bonds. Under these circumstances 
he has prepared a memorial to Congress to the 
following effect. * 

That the money expended in the b 
of the Texas & Pacific Railroad is private capi- 
tal solely; that the abandonment of the pro- 
posed hne of that railway, and also of the line 
of the Atlantic & Pacific Railroad, and the adop- 
tion of 8 new line, would seve 1,500 miles of 
road, and enable the Companies to restore 30,- 
000,000 acres, or one-half the land, to the Gov- 
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be 3,200 miles, of which half will be on plain and 
the other half on rugged country: 
1/600 aniles 2 $45,000 er milo, 
3/200 miles at $5,000 per ỹ 
Total bonds bre ++ ++ . 36, 000, 000 

The interest on this sum at 5 per cent will he 
$6,800,000 a year, or, for the thirty years, $204,~ 
000,000. This amount of interest alone exceeds 
both the principal and interest of the subsidy 
voted to the Union and Central Pacific Railroad 
Companies, How much of that subsidy was 
stolen, let the following statement of the actual 
cost of the Union Pacific Road, and what it cost

This modest request of Mr. Scott, that the 
Government assume payment of $204,000,000 of 
interest on bonds held by other people, the prin- 
cipal of which is secured by a first mortgage far 
exceeding any prospective value of the property, 
is impudent enough taken as a simple propo- 
sition. But it is a mere companion scheme to 3 
like subsidy in the shape of a national guarantee 
of the bonds of the Northern Pacific Railroad to 
a like amount. 

If the Government will only guarantee the 
payment of interest in gold on $136,000,000 of 
Mr. Scott’s bonds, he will be able to take up the 
paper of his Construction Company and “ make 
money plenty” among the class of men with 
whom he operates. We venture to say his bill 
will not pass. 

THE SHOEMAKERS’ STRIKE. 

There is a partial strike and a partial lock-out 
in the boot and shoe factories of this city. Two 
of the nine leading factories in town are already 
idle, and the closing of the rest only waits upon 
the finishing of jobs now on hand. The great 
trades-union to which the strikers belong will 
probably be able to support them, so that they 
will not swell the ranks of the dependents on 
public charity, but the trouble, unless speedily 
ended, may seriously interfere with the spring 
trade. The nine leading boot and shoe firms 
in this city formed themselves, some time ago, 
into a protective association. This Association 
ut down wages from $5 to 4 per case. To this 
eduction the men consented, on account of its 
justice, the masters say, but more probably 
because they found themselves unable to fight 
the whole Aséociation. The change may have 
been just enough, but it is not likely that this 
was the reason of acquiesence. There is now the 
same trouble in the other factories. Two weeks 
ago the men in one factory struck for $5, and on 
Monday of this week their feliows in another 
establishment followed suit. The employers 
have now offered to pay all the men $4.50 per 
ease, provided they will agree to render no help 
whatever to men who may hereafter strike. In 
other words, the masters wish to dictate to the 
men what the latter shall do with their own 
money. As well might a merchant forbid his 
Methodist clerks to use any part of their sala- 
ries to promote the growth of Wesleyanism, 
Trades-unioniem for these men is a. re- 
ligion. If they choose to use tlib money 
that honest labor has for them 
in promoting it, they have an undoubted 
right to do so. The employers plead that the 
men have hitherto been successful in their 
strikes, because the emploves of one factory 
would strike and would be supported by the rest 
until their point was gained, when the rest would 
at once demand and get the same pay, and that 
they wish to put a stop to this system. Such 
sharp practice may be annoying, but it is noth- 
ing more than a legitimate exertion of the right 
of association. The masters have their trades- 
union, why should not the men have theirs ? 
The employes claim that their contributions have 
been voluntary and independent of the order. 
The employers’ demand was doubtless made in 
haste. Would they not consider it an absurdity 
if men who bought boots of them should try to 
bind them not to use the price paid in certain 
specified ways? And yet how is this more ab- 
surd than for men who buy labor of other 
men to try to bind the latter thus? The 
condition upon which the increased pay is offered 
is one which it is impossible for the men to ac- 
cept. If it is persisted in and the factory-trade 
comes to a dead-lock, the sympathy of the pub- 
lic will be with the strikers. 

It any of these firms wish to effectually guard 
themselves, at once and forever, from trouble 
with their mea, suppose they try a simple plan 
by which they cannot lose, and may gain. Let 
them calculate their average profits during the 


last few years, and tell their employes that they 


will give them, for the next twelvemonth, half of 
all profits over a rate it higher than this

Upon con- 
viction, the offending railroad, telegraph, or 
express company is subjected to a fine of not 
leas than $500, nor more than $2,000, for each 
Offense, besides a liability for damages in five 
times the amountof the actual damages sus- 
tained by the injured party. It is made un- 
lawful, however, for any railroad, telegraph, 
or express company to charge any greater 
amount than the customary, established rates 
received by them respectively for and during the 
first wees of June, A. D. 1872,” which is a 
more arbitrary rule than that of the Illinois law 
empowering the Commissioners to establish 
tariffe as prima facie evidence of reasonable 
charges. It is proposed to give the Wisconsin 
Board broad latitude in the adjustment of cases 
brought before them, which is evidently to guard 
against needless litigation. 

In addition to the creation of the Board of 
Commissioners and the of their duties, 
the Wisconsin bill makes it unlawful for any 
Director or officer of a railroad corporation to be 
interested, except as a stockholder, in a com 
tract, lease, or other agreement entered into by 
the company, and all contracts made in viola 
tion of this section are declared void. Any will- 
ful neglect or refusal on the part of a Director or 
Officer of 6 railroad company to comply with 
the provisions of the law is declared a felony, 
punishable with from one to five years’ im- 
prisonment in the State Prison. Under the law, 
it is the duty of the Commissioners to bring 
suit against, and of the District Attorneys to 
prosecute, all railroad, express, and telegraph 
companies, or the officers thereof, that violate 
any of ita provisions.

THE SCIENCE OF TAXATION, 

Taxation may be direct or indirect,—levied on 
what a man owns or on whathe consumes. With 
the exception of the few license-fees received 
by municipalities, our State, county, and munio- 
ipal taxes are all collected on the former sys- 
tem. We makes man pay on what he owns. It 
is necessary for us, therefore, to find out what 
he owns. Hence our long army of tax-eating 
tax-gatherers. In support of this system it is 
argued, first, that property ought to pay for 
protection, and, second, that when people have 
to pay their taxes in the Jump, they appreciate 
their amount, so that it is impossible for the 
ruling power to collect a great sum and waste it. 
Experience has shown, however, that the ruling 
power is sure to be extravagant, no matter how 
the funds are raised. As long as men can be 
generous with other people’s money, their 
charity is like the gentle rain that drop- 
peth down from heaven upon the just 
and the unjust, The argument. applied 
in the times when irresponsible Kings gave no 
account of the money collected, but the present 
system of publishing accounts furnishes the 
best of checks on waste, and loses noné of its 
efficacy when the money liable to waste is col- 
lected by indirect taxation. As for the first 
argument, it is no doubt true that property 
shouid pay for the protection it geta, but it is by 
no means sure that it would not do this as fully 
under indirect as direct taxation. Aman gen-

THE CONSERVATION OF ENERG . By 


Philosophy bs Ow : . Fer the’ Me, 

No discovery in Science has been more prolific 
of results than the modern doctrine of the Cor- 
relation and Conservation of Forces. Grove 
and Mayer, in 1842, gave expression to the 
theory, that the | manifestations of 
forces are mutually convertible; and that force 
in itself is indestructible and persistent. Joule, 
after an elaborate series of experiments, estab- 
lished the mechanical equivalent of heat, and 
reduced it to ite simplest term as a unit of work. 
Tyodall, in that most fascinating of books of 
Science, *‘ Heat as a Mode of Motion,” followed

wrung from flames and liquids, iron and ite, the 
smallest particles of matter, and the sun hiin- 
self, the secret of their changes, and showed 
them but the outward visible appearances of 
matter acted upon and controlled by an imper- 
ishable force. Nor has the investigation rested 
here. Men early began to suspect that vitality 


itself was subject to this same law; and that 


the growth and development of organic life, and 
all the thought and motion that constitute indi- 
viduals and societies, had their place under the 
same conditions that regulate the expansion of 
an iron bar, or raise water into steam under the 
application of heat. Theories of the possibility 
of a perpetual motion, no less than the sudden 
acquisition of material, social, and intellectual 


prosperity through the enactment of 


the fact was established that the sum 
of forces is constant, aud incapanile 
either of creation or annihilation; and that re- 
sults are directly and inevitably related to the 
amount of exertion or energy put forth, which 
simply transfers the abiding place of so much 
forces from one factor of physical or social phe- 
nomena to another. 

Energy is a power which the body possesses 
of overcoming resistance. It is of two varieties : 
molecular or invisible energy, and mechanical or 
visible energy. The first deals with the back- 
werd and forward motion which takes place 
among the molecules of a body, without chang- 
ing its position in regard to surrounding objects ; 
the last with the movement of bodies and organ- 
isms through space. Moreover, there is an eu- 
érgy of motion and an energy of posttion,—as in 
s cannon-bal) in actual motion, and the same 
ball at rest u the ofahouse.
